T He eminently learned Author of this Anatomical Trea- 
tife, having prefuppofcd the general Divifionsof the 
parts of an Human Body, taken in their largeftfenfe, and their 
inadequate conceptions, upan the account of which tbeyar;- 
in divers refpeds called Similar or Organical , proceeds dl- 
reflly in this work to the Inferiour and more Praftical divifions 
of the faid Body. 

And having firft of all divided the Lowermoft Venter into 
its Regions, and defigned the parts contained in each of them » 
he goes on to the divifion of the Cutaneous parts, and confider-, 
the nature, ftru6ure, origin, vitality, and ufes of the CuticuU:. 
znd Cutis vera. Where we cannor. but take notice , ti?at: \.\vt 
Author, as well here, as throughout this wholepiece, Luilds 
much upon the grounds, he had laid in the Book, he publifhed 
four years ago, de Vita Nature , wherein he afcribes much to 
Natural Perception^ which he holds to be an Operation anterior 
to, and more general and more fimple than that of, Senfe 5 and 
in which Perception,accompanied withAppetition and Motion, 
he makes Original Life to coDfift, which, to him, is nothing elfe 
but the Energetical or Operative nature of any Being fubfifting 
by itfelfjoot producible by any external power,motioD,texture, 
figure, organization or proportion of parts, but by thefole 
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FirflCaufe of all things. Wiihaut the help of which Natural 
Perception he fees not, how {e.g.) the command of the Imagi- 
nation can be made known to the Murcles,rhat do execute thcin 
at the beck thereof: Nor, how the Plaftique power forms a 
Chick in an Egg,&c. But to leave this Notion to the Judgment 
of SagaciOHS Readers, we take further notice of our Authors 
opinion, concerning the manner of TrA»Jpiratiofi^ which he af- 
firms to be made not fo much through the Pores, i& the very /«^. 
fiameoi the skin, and yet denies this kind of perfpirabiliry to 
infer a penetrationof Bodies^hough it do of Subjiames ^ by a 
change of quantity. 

Having done with the Skin, he difcourfes of thewrft/zor 
marks in the skin, as alfoof iVii///and Hair, of what they have 
comnnon with the skin, and wherein they differ 5 why Man is 
born naked . what Colours do belong or not belong to Hair ; 
endeavouring to explain, why the Hairof Animals, though it 
be referred to the family of Plants , yet neither are green, nor 
blew, nor purple; and why the Feachersof Birdsare^ adding 
withal the caufe of Curled-hair, and the general caufes of the 
Fall of hair. 

Ke><r,he treats of the Jdeps or Fat,and is inclined to believe, 
tha'. it proceeds rather from the Suceui nervofus , than the mafs 
of fi:c Blood. Then he pafTcs on to the Af»/f/<ri'or the abdomen ; 
an^i there takes occafion, amongft many other things, to difcufs 
that famous queftion concerning the Jnofculation of the Epi- 
gaflrick vein with that of the Breafls^acknowledging that there 
arcfuch Antjlofnofes^ but denying that the confent between the 
Womband the Breafts f which yet he alfo grants) depends there=. 
i)\\. Tothishe fubjoynstheHiftory of the Peritonaurmnd 0- 
wfw^^w, declaring t heir ftrufture and ufes,and examining parti- 
cularly, whether the Omentum be the Seat of the Hypochondfi- 
jca! winds, and the Sink of the body ? 

Having difpatched this firft Parr, he proceeds to the other 
Part of this Treatife , and therein delivers the Hiflory of the 
Gullet^Stcmacht ar\d Guts: in the doing of which, he difcufTeth 
aianyconfiderableQ^/tftions-, JB^. v-hich Animals have^»^(?/i-, 
and which not > What is thenrannerof Euminatiott^ and why 
fome Animals have more f^omachs than one? Whether inthe 
ftomach there be Lymphedu£is diftinft from the Lac}<ah?y^hdit 
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iffthe matter, ftrufiure, tenacity, tenfibility,flexibleoefs, vira- 
iity, and various ufe o^ Fibres ? Whether there be a natural 
Percept ion in them? How the Irritability^ Animals is govern- 
ed and direfted by the Imagination and the inward SerrfitiveAp- 
petite; together with the manner, how the Imagination and Ap- 
petite move the Mufclcs? What liindofMotion it is, wherewith 
the Brain excites the Nerves ; and how the fame cames to move 
fome Mufcles, and not others? What the Anima' fpirits con- 
tribute to the motion of the Mufc.'es ? Whether the Stomach and 
Guts hivcdi far e»chj/ma, and, if fo, whether that be glandular? 
Why the ctecum in Man is Icfs than in other Animals ; and why 
it is double in winged Creatures ? Scd. 

Difcourfingof theAftions and ufe of theGuliet, Stomach, 
and Inteftines,he firft examines the nature of Hunger and Thirji^ 
and inquires, whether they differ fpecifically from the five Sen- 
fes? where occafionally he maintains, that the fenfc of Tcucb 
differs more than in degree from the other fenfes ; and explains, 
how the pain of Touch differs from the pain of Hungerjadding, 
that the fenfe of Tafi hath more affinity to Hunger, than that of 
Touch. Concerning Thirji, he confiders,among divers other par- 
ticulars, that one of the general caufes thereof is thedefeft^of 
the/i/rx-: wjiencehe takes occafion to fpeakof the meaning 
given by Van Helmcntto that liquor, con)mending,on theocca- 
fion, that Gentlemans indujiry^fagacity^avni. (imerity^but blamiii'* 
withal his pronenel'sof inveighing againfi other?. 

This done,he goes on to the confideration of the Perijialtique 
Facu'ty,and the various motions thereof ;as alfo of the powers 
of Suction, Deglutition, Attn^ion^ Rete»ticn,Ce^ion,DiJlribii- 
tionof the Chyk J Secretion^ Excretion^ lUtmpty: Concluding 
the whole with an Affmiix about I'ermcntAtion. In all which 
there occur many notable rifquifififjns • E.g^ What are the Re- 
quifnes to a Periddtique power ? What the organs of Suction? 
What the proper aftions of Deglutition^ Whether there be any 
fimilar Attraction? Wiitrein confifts the Retentive power? 
Whether the Stomach be the only feat oiDigeftion^ What is the 
principal mem$ of Digepon; whether it be, (as Msbiui would 
have it) ajpirituoua a.ad pungent Salt;md if fo,what is the man- 
ner of its operation ? What degree of Heat is required ro Di- 
gellion, and whether //m; alone be fufficienc for it ? What are 
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the caufes of Seeds aad Eggs ? Whether the approbation of the 
Idei of a nature to be introduced ciiuft be precedent to genera- 
tion ?

And this is performed in three Books, ac- 
cording to the three, lately named, clafles of Materials, In the 
doing of which the Author affirms , rhat his chief aim being 
to make known the fureft and the eafitft means of fuccefsfuUy 
performing al 1 ChymUd Opertitions,he doth fincerely communi- 
cate what himfclf prafticetb, without anyreferve, and endea- 
vours fo to explain himfelf in thofe Preparations that have 
pafTed through his hands, that by making thofe to be well un- 
derftood, it will not be difficult to fucceed in fuch as he hath 
notfpokenof. Andhehopes, that, having in his faid Prepara- 
tions confultcd Experience und Realbn , and avoided afFefted 
prolixities, he fliall not be blamed for fo doing,and that it will 
be well taken, that hehatheftablifhed their vertues, dofcs and 
wfes w/'ow the principal parts ofwhichthe Mixtsarecompofed, 
upon the fcveral alterations which they receive in preparing 
them, and »/>(»» the Succefles which he hath noted of them in 
the feyeral ufes he has made of them in very many occafions.
